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1. Transmitted herewith as attachments A and B are the following 
two reports prepared by AECASSOWARY-2. 

a. Attachment A is a letter addressed to AECASSOWARY-U in which 
AECASSOWARY-2 briefly summarizes some of his experiences since coming to 
Europe. This letter is for our edification too, although AECASSOWARY-2 
requested that it be passed to AECASSOWARY-11 as soon as possible since 
he expects an answer to it, which answer may have a bearing on his future 
plans here. 

b. Attachment B is a report of HudM<<)4 | H0nPftTSCH > s (DOB: none; 

POB: none) 9 - 18 June meeting with a Lvov University professor in the 
East Zone of Germany. As headquarters probably already knows, since it 
appears as though AECASSOWARY-2 has been masterminding a sort of CE case 
from PBPRIME, Helen HORBATSCH attended a fe stival in Moscow in the summer 
of 1957 at which time she became acquainted w ith the above mentioned^Soviet 
nadioha^ (j^e~uhknovmTr 7 In “early " June ' 1958 H. HORBATSCH received a letter 
from tftis^pTOxe&hbr ‘in wni'ch he notified her that he expects to visit the 
East Zone with a group of other Soviet tourists, and requested that she 
meet him in Berlin. After consulting with AECASSOWARY-3 via letter, H. 
HORBATSCH went to East Berlin on 9 June. On her return to Marburg, where 
she lives, she wrote a letter to both AECASSOWARY-2 and 3 telling of her 
experiences in the East Zone. The report which AECASSOWARY-2 submitted 
(Attachment B) is actually based on this letter. 

2. Attachment B was not discussed with AECASSOWARY-2 simply because 

immediately upon presenting us with it, he and AECASSOWARY-6 departed for 
Spain. However, several days prior to this he did mention generally his 
past involvement in the HORBATSCH case, giving the impression that he and 
headquarters personnel have been working hand in glove in this. Actually, 
the way he wrote Attachment B, without identifying H. HORBATSCH by name 
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in his report, indicates that the reader will know about whom he is talk- 
ing. We mention all this again to emphasize our lack of coordination on 
a matter of this type, for frankly, when AECASSOWARY-3 first mentioned 
HORBATSCH*s invitation to meet the professor in East Berlin, we assumed 
we were the first to stumble on to a CE lead, however, as it turned out 
from what we learned from AECASSOWARY-2, we realized that this thing had 
been going on for quite some time. Consequently, we plan to take no fur- 
ther interest in this case, other than reporting whatever AECASSOWARY -3 
might tell us about it in the future.

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INFORMATION - CONTACTS AND DISCUSSIONS WITH TOURISTS 

Between 9 and 18 June , there was a group of about 20 tourists from Lviv in 
East Germany and Berlin. The group was composed mostly of teachers of the German 
language. In the group were older teachers, and younger ones about 25-35 years 
of age, in which group were 3 women. The group had its own guide who was about 
60 years old, probably a Russian. 

Our friendT was waiting for the group when the train arrived. She had received 
a letter from an old acquaintance (university teacher) of hers in which he informed 
her that he was arriving with the group and asked her for some technical German- 
language books published in Weet Germany. They greeted each other in German and 
our friend gave the teacher the books she had brought for him. Our friend learned 
from the official translator - the group guide, the name of the hotel in which they 
were to stay and she went there by subway. The group arrived at the hotel sometime 
later. Because the rooms for the tourists were not yet free, the group left for 
a visit to the Soviet Embassy. In a very short conversation, our friend was able 
to tell her acquaintance that she would meet him again after their return from the 
embassy. Upon return of the group, over friend was able to give him a package of 
books, including the UKRAINIAN ENCYCLOPEDIA and some German-language books. The 
teacher took the books to his room, returned and invited her to his room in which 
there was a friend of his with only some little knowledge of the German language. 

They talked for not more than 10-15 minutes, keeping in mind that dinner was 
scheduled for 1:30. The teacher and his friend gave our friend severed books in 
the Ukrainian language, including the album LVIV, and they each gafee her a bottle 
of perfume. The friend of the teacher requested that she sell him a set of Soviet (sic) 
phil&t. marks (c/o comment: probably/s%anrps), stating that this was the' only way 

he could obtain money for purchases, since they were not given any German marks. 

Our friend refused to do this because it would be a rather risky transaction for 
her to make in East Berlin, 

At 2:45 p.m. all the tourists were supposed to go on a sight-seeing trip of 
the City and our friend asked the guide (a German woman) whether she could join 
them on the bus. The guide agreed. Our friend and the teacher sat in the last 
seat on the bus. They conversed very little because the guide kept pointing out 
and explaining the sights. Our friend got off the bus at Brandenburg Gate, bid the 
teacher farewell and at 8 p.m. returned home by ’plane. 

Topic of conversation: The university teacher wanted to know what the situation 

was in the west and whether there will be a war. Our friend replied in the negative. 

The teacher then stated, ’’From this we can see that what we obtain (win) for ourselves 
at home, that is what we will have”. He iso addqd that among the Russians there 
are circles which favor the right of autonomy for the Ukraine. Our friend informed 
him about the Ukrainian-language radio braadcasts from the west, from Madrid and 
"NS” (c/o comment: this might be an error and the writer may mean MDVA TIKTtATWTfl ’l 

and requested that he try to locate the programs and let us know via Poland. 

The teacher stated that, "Some listen to the West, although they are constantly 
jammed", (and in this connection he made fun of the poor Ukrainian language used 
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in the broadcasts from Italy). He inquired as to why BBC doesn’t have Ukrainian 
broadcasts, because BBC is listened to with great interest. The teacher also 
informed that after the 20th Congress, Ukrainianization began to take place very 
rapidly, but as of the new year the tempo has been stopped. In the higher schools 
of learning, except for certain technical subjects, classes usually are conducted 
in the Ukrainian language. Khrushchev is very popular among the Ukrainians 
because many relaxations occurred during his time. The Russians dislike him very 
much and refer to him as "the Russian from the Donbas". He praised the newspaper, 
ROBITHICHA HAZETA (Workers * Newspaper) which recently began to be published in Kiev. 
Great masses of people are beginning to come into Lviv from the villages and the 
City is gradually loosing its Russian character. 

In reply to the query whether any of his acquaintances would be in Brussels 
he stated that people who go to Brussels are very, very carefully screened and only 
very rarely will one find a person with whom you can speak freely. The names of 
the tourists going to Brussels are carefully filed in Moscow, and Ukrainians are 
distributed among various Russian groups. Our friend gave him the address of a 
bookstore where it would be possible to obtain Ukrainian books. He expects to come 
to London in about a year with a group of tourists. He does not recommend meeting 
with tourists in Brussels. 

In reply to a question as to conditions of travel to Poland, he stated that 
only very close relatives are allowed to make visits, and even this permission 
is obtained only after great efforts. It is expected that *ven this will end 
this year because the regulations permitting visits of relatives are beginning to 
lose their value. 

He added that, in comparison to life in the West, life in the USSR is miserable 
but that it has improved greatly from what it had been several years ago. He does 
not deny the fact that they keep close track of every one of us and that all 
letters are controlled. To the question regarding whether they know of or receive 
any Western Ukrainian-emigre publications, he answered that he did not know of any. 

He apologized for not being able to dine our friend in any way because he 
didn't have even one kopeck.
